Rushville Physician's Car Hit By 


Big Four Passenger Train About 


Noon and Hurled 80 Feet 


ACCIDENT SOUTH OF HERE 


Dr. Logan Carried With Machine 


And Is Pinned Down By. Wreck- 


age—Not Seriously.Injured 


By some miracle, Dr. H. V. Logan, 


corner of Sixth and Perkins streets, 
escaped death or serious injury when 
his car was hit by a northbound Big 
Four passenger train shortly before 
noon today at the crossing approx- 
imately one mile south of Rushville. 


The automobile was knocked about 


eighty feet, with Mr. Logan still in 
it, and then tangled up in a wire 
fence at the side of the road. 


Dr. Logan's injuries ,tre all minor 


ones. He lias a severe bruise on one 
hip 
and several scratches on his 


fiH'C. 


The machine was riddled, only Hie 


deck of the car remaining intact, 
and that was on top of Mr. Logan 
when ihe regained consciousness. 


Dr. Logan was driving along in a. 


Ford coupe and says that he did not 
hear or see the train until just as it 
struck his ma'Chine. He told visitors 
this afternoon that he did not hear 
the train whistle for the crossing. 
Dr. Logan was returning home from 
visiting a patient in the country. 


Dr. Logan said that he , had the 


sensation of rolling over and .over 
after the train hit his car.

President Harding Replies That No 


Record Was Kept of Conversation 


On Four-Power Treaty 


NO SECRET UNDERSTANDINGS 


Foreign Relations Committee Votes 


10 to I in Favor of Yap and 


Pacific Cables Treaties 


Washington, Feb. 20—It is impos- 


sible to give the senate the infor- 
mal conversation out of which the 
four-power Pacific treaty was evol- 
ved, President Harding informed the 
senate today in reply to the Hitch- 
cock resolution. In a brief letter 
to the senate, Harding said that no 
recprd was kept of the conversations 
which were purely informal.. ' ._ "..;! 


Even if there were records, Hard- 


ing said he would regard it as in- 
compatible with public policy to re- 
veal them. He said lie could reas- 
sure the senate, however, that there 
were no secret 
understandings of 


any sort. 


Just before Harding's reply was 


received, the foreign relations com- 
mittee by a vote of 10 to 1 voted a 
favorable report on the treaty with 
Japan and the Island of Yap and 
Pacific cable rights. 


The president's letter was read in 


the senate but brought forth no dis: 
cussion. Senator Hitchcock -~~~{J 
that the letter be referred^ z. ,^he 
committee on foreign relatio. ^This 
•vvas discussed without opposition. 


Hitchcock indicated that if he had 


to leave the city today, some other 
senator will suggest that Secretary 
Hughes be asked to appear and give 
the desired information. 


Hitchcock stated, however, that he 


would first confer with other sena-: 
tors before deciding whether to in- 
sist on Hughes' appearance.

FORMER MAYOR OF 


RUSHVIHE IS DEAD 


John M. Stevens,. Age 77 Years, Who 


Spent Most of His Life Here, 


Expires in^lndianapolis 


SERVED IN THE CIVIL WAR 


John M. Stevens, aged 77 years, 


former mayor of this city, died Sun- 
day evening at five o'clock at his 
home, 10 University Terrace, 
Ind- 


ianapolis, Ind., following a long ill- 
ness of cancer. The deceased had 
been ill for over a year and although 
his death was expected, it was a 
shock to his family and friends. 


Mr. Stevens was born in Deca- 


tur county, but lived in this 
city 


until a few years ago when he left' 
here for Denver, Colorado, for his 
health, 
and 
two years 
ago he 


moved to Indianapolis where he has 
resided since. He was deputy clerk 
of tnis county for two terms, from 
1884 to 1892, and was mayor of this 
city from 1902 to 1904. During the 
civil war he served with credit in 
the Fifty-fourth 
and One hundred 


and Thirty-fourth regiments of Ind- 
iana Volunteer Infantry. 
He 
also 


served three terms as commander of 
the Joel Wolfe Post, G. A. R, Mr. 
Stevens served as Decatur circuit 
court clerk before coming here. His 
father was killed in Walker town- 
ship during the civil war while act- 
ing as a recruiting officer. 


He is survived by the widow and 


one son, one sister and one brother, 
and a number of other relatives. The 
funeral services will be held at the 
late residence Tuesday morning at 
ten o'clock and burial will take place 
at Greensburg about one o'clock. The 
funeral cortege will leave Indiana- 
polis at twelve.

to

questions regarding the law. 


Jttr. Barnes came, into this terri- 


tory: last Wednesday 
and was at 


'arthage on Wednesday and Thurs- 
day. The last two days of the week 
lie spent at Morristown, and follow- 
ing his stay here, will be at the post- 
office in Milroy on Saturday. 


•Mr. Barnes announced that forms 


L120 for reporting net income for 
corporations for the year 1921 now' 
are available at the offices of the 
collectors 
of internal revenue and 


deputy collectors.' 


The federal tax on income of cor- 


jorations is divided into two parts, 
ncbme tax and" excess profits tax. 
Phe income tax'.on corporations for 
1921 is at the rate of 10 percent of 
he net income subject to tax. 
For 


.922 and subsequent years, as.pro- 
rided by the revenue act of 1921, 
he income tax is 121 percent. 


In ascertaining net income subject 


o'the income (normal) tax', the cor- 
poration is allowed certain specific 
.credits, which include 
(1) 
the 


amount of war and excess profits tax 
imposed by the United States for the 
same taxable-year, and (2) interest' 
received 
uppn obligation's of ',the 


United States and bonds of the war 
finance corporation 
which has been 


included in gross income. A specific 
credit of $2,000 is also allowed cor- 
porations whose net income for 1921 
was $25,000 or less. Under the rev- 
enue act of 1918, this exemption was 
allowed all corporations regardless 
of the amount of net income. The 
act provides that if the net income is 
more than $25,000, the normal / tax 
shall not exceed'the tax which would 
be payable if the $2,000 credit was 
allowed, plus the amount of the net 
income in excess of $25,000. 


The excess profits - tax is com- 


puted on the basis of the relation 
of net income to the invested cap- 
ital of the corporation, as defined' by 
Section 326 of the revenue act of 
1921. This tax is in addition to the 
normal tax of 10 percent. It is based 
on the net income • above a specific 
exemption ot $3,000 and 8 percent 
of the invested capital for the tax- 
able year, 
these 
amounts being 


known as excess profits credits. The 
rates are the same as for 1920, 20 
percent of the net income in excess 
of the excess profits credits and not 
in excess of 20 percent of the in- 
vested capital of the taxable year 
(known as first bracket) and 40 per- 
cent of the net income in excess of 
20 percent of the invested capital 
(second bracket). Invested capital 
for the taxable year is the coital 
actually paid in for stock outstand- 
ing, including 
the paid-in surplus 


and earned surplus or profits earned 
prior to the taxable year, which have 
ot been distributed. The term "in- 
vested capital" does 
not include 


borrowed capital.

Coming on the eve of the possible 


:oal strike which may follow the ex- 
>iration of the miner's wage agree- 
ment April 1, the announcement may 
mark a great change in the

ndustry.

pends entirely .upon^the' agreement 
reached in the Chicago conference. 
t could be done in- suofe a way as to 
provide a .sympathetic strike of rail 
men in event the miners walk out. 
t all depends on the attitude of the

clover or alfalfa sod, which more 
nearly meets the needs of the potato 
"than any other ^place on the farm. 
These are usually well drained and 
being fertile contain above the aver- 
age amount (of plant food and or- 
ganic matter, things which are abso- 
lutely essential for large yielHs. So 
the small grower will find.little trou- 
ble in picking out a spot for his po- 
tato "patch.

The larger grower should rememr 


her that potatoes do best on loose 
loam which is inclined to be sand\ 
for the earlier potato plantings 
Plenty of organic matter is essential 
as it opens up heavier types of soil 
To these as well as higher .soils-it 
adds fertility -and gives them 
the 


ability to hold larser quantities- of 
water. 


Even though you have a fertile 


piece ' of' soil 
for 
your 
potatoes 


spread well rptted manure over -'i 
uow at the rate of at least fifteen 
or, twenty loads to the acre. Frest 
manure should be added with cau- 
tion as it has a tendency to mak< 
scab worse and often drys out tin 
soil-Where fresh manure is added i 
should 
be applied now and thor 


Oughly worked- up with the soil ii 
the early spring and followed imrne 
diately by deep breaking. 


For early plantings the ground is 


best, fall plowed but if this has no 
been done plow as early as possible 
in the spring. 
Late 
potato 
soi 


should likewise be plowed early a 
least 8 inches deep and reworked a 
frequent 
intervals until planting 


This destroys the weeds and retains 
the moisture. 


Commercial fertilizer may well b 


added to our potato patches if thej 
pave been manured. On the average 
loam soils a 500 pound application 
of a complete fertilizer 
analyzing 


about 2 percent nitrogen, 12 percen 
phosphoric acid and G percent potasl 
is best. 
In niany parts of Indiana 


such a fertilizer has increased yieldj 
on the average of 23 bushels pe: 
acre under farm conditions. 


Wlieri-potatoes are grown on rid 


black loams or on muck soils, potasl 
is the most important fertilizer in 
gredient.

types of ' soi 


which have plenty of nitrogen, 20i 
pounds of muriate of .potash and 30i 
founds acid phosphate will give in 
creased yields. The average increas 
of such an 
application has 
been 


around 96 bushels ,per acre over 
five year period.. 


Where 500 pounds or more of fer 


tilizer ner acre is used at- least 20] 
pounds should be applied with a fer 
tilizer attachment in the row and tb 
remainder broadcast just previous ti 
planting. Fertilizer should never b 
placed in direct contact with th 
seed" pieces ,as it will have 'a ten 
dency to burn and heat and caus 
lower yields. 


So now before it is too late se 


lect the place for that potato pate 
or field; the best place on the farn 
and give it a heavy load of manur 
while you have time.
